County Studies 
U.S. Contract 


The Federal government 
agreed this week to help foot 
the bill for a detailed San Ma- 
teo County planning study of 
Portola Valley. 

Contracts must be finalized 
between the  government’s 
Housing and Home Finance 
Agency and local officials be- 
fore the funds are made avail- 
able. County planning spokes- 
men said the money should be 
in hand within the next two to 
three months. 

Total estimated cost of the 
valley study is $17,390, of 
which the HHFA will pro- 
vide $11,593. The county’s 
share will be $3,671, and the 
remaining $2,126 is available 
from the county planning de- 
partment’s coffers. 

William Spangle and Asso- 
ciates, regional and city plan- 
ning consultants of Redwood 
City, have been hired by the 
county to do the study. 

The detailed plan, when com- 
pleted, would be appended to 


the county’s master plan on 


er nena 


approval of county supervisors. 

A spokesman for the Spangle 
firm said the plan will be used 
as a basis for coordinating dif- 
ferent jurisdictions in Portola 
Valley—but in no way will 
consider possible annexation or 
incorporation. 

The study will evaluate the 
valley’s growth potential and 
the impact of such future large 
projects as the Project M lin- 
ear accelerator, the Ladera 
Dam, the Willow Freeway, and 
a Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
spur line to power the acceler- 
ator. 

Of major concern will be the 
big question mark over future 
use of large unsubdivided land 
holdings in the valley’s hill- 
side area. 

Among points to be covered 
by the study will be: traffic, 
land use, drainage, inventory of 
service districts, development 
trends in business and residen- 
tial construction, community 
objectives, and a review of 
neighboring master plans.

‘Best Seller’ Service Goes 
Into Action at City Library 


Menlo Park Library’s new 
“best seller’ service has gone 
into effect with the 10 copies 
of Eugene Burdick’s novel 
“Fail Safe” being snapped up 
immediately by patrons. 

According to City Librarian 
Phil Morales, “You'd think 
they were coming from off the 
desert with a great thirst for 
reading.” (Current library cir- 
culation figures belie this im- 
pression with some 23,989 
books being circulated on an 
average each month.) 

The new service which per- 
mits patrons desirirg to read 
the most popular books while 
they are still current is pro- 
vided by the McNaughton Li- 
braries of Pennsylvania. 

The service contract pro- 
vides for an initial 150 books 
at the top of the best seller 
list to be placed in the library, 
with 10 per cent of these ro- 
tated monthly, according to de- 
mand. The library can order 
up to 10 copies of a given title, 
as in the case of “Fail Safe,” a 
thriller of the nuclear age. 

Books can be returned to 
McNaughton as_ popularity 
wanes. However, if the books 
continue to be popular here, 
after circulating for 10 months, 
the library can purchase them 
at 75 per cent discount. 

Originally the Menlo Park 
Library board of trustees pro- 
posed the service under the 
policy which requires patrons 
to pay a fee for extra service, 
as in the case of the copy ma- 
chine. This is used by patrons, 
especially the students, who 
wish to “take home pages of 
the encyclopedia” or other ref- 
erence material, for instance. 

The City Council, noting the 
increasingly large ‘reserve list” 
of patrons “waiting in line” 
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for the best sellers, instead 
contracted for the service at a 
cost of $60 a month with no 
charge being passed on to the 
patrons. Reserves for Irving 
Stone’s biographical novel 
“The Agony and the Ecstacy” 
about Michaelangelo, published 
in 1961, numbered approxi- 
mately 20; Harper Lee’s “To 
Kill A Mocking Bird,” a novel 
about racial tensions in the 
south, published in 1960, had 
a waiting list of 25. 

The new McNaughton Libra- 
ry service is another in the 
continuing upgrading of local 
library service, according to 
Morales.

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New Meeting Near: 


East Palo Alfo Residents Get 
First Look at County Plan 


Some 40 area residents left 
last week’s Alto Park Commu- 
nity Council meeting with co- 
pies of the first draft of the 
‘East Palo Alto general plan. 

Many of them indicated they 
‘would return with questions 
and opinions concerning the 
proposed zoning guide for the 
unincorporated area when the 
Council holds a second infor- 
mational meeting on Wednes- 
day, March 6. 

The upcoming meeting 
will be held in the staff 
room at Ravenswood High, 
which is the regular location 
of Council gatherings. 

One voice has already been 
heard in opposition to one fea- 
ture of the general plan. 

Ravenswood City School Dis- 
trict Supt. Roderic V. Moore 
said at Monday night’s trustee 
meeting that he will ask the 
county planning staff to elimi- 
nate part of a section dealing 
‘with school needs. 

Moore objected to the rec- 
ommendation that the Ravens- 
wood elementary school site 
be expanded along Euclid Ave- 
nue toward Bell Street. 

Since the district adminis- 
tration building and corpo- 
ration yard are located be- 
tween the present Ravens- 
wood School and the area in 
question, it would seem that 
the recommendation calls for 
a school that is split in two, 
Moore said. 

This isn’t feasible, he said. 
The trustees agreed that he 
should ask the county to drop 
the section. 

As explained at the Alto 
Park meeting by county plan- 
ning staff member George 
‘Laakso. the plan is aimed basi- 
eally at retaining the single- 
family character of the area. 
Medium density residential de- 
velopment should be adhered 
to, Laakso said. 

Laakso said that the plan- 
ners wanted to get more pub- 
lic reaction to the plan be- 
fore going to the planning 
commission for approval of 
it. 

Following planning commis- 
‘sion action, the plan would 
have to go to the board of su- 
pervisors for their approval. 

When the revised plan is fi- 
nally passed through all these 
procedures, it will be ready to 
use as a guide to actual rezon- 
fing, Laakso said. 

Laakso described the plan’s 
features: 

—Multiple-family (apart- 


ment) zoning will be limited 
to those areas where it now 


exists. 

—Improvement of traffic 
circulation should take place, 
‘with the county participating 
‘financially in the major proj- 
ects, such as four - laning of 
Bay Road, and construction of 
an industrial road linking the 
Willow Freeway with the in- 
dustrial areas on East Palo 
Alto’s outer edges and eventu- 
ally hooking into Embarcadero 
Road. 

—Local street improvement 
will be left up to the residents 
of the community. The county 
will set plan lines for future 
‘street improvements, with 
width and paving area depend- 
ent on the role the street will 
play as a carrier of traffic. 

—Preservation of the flower- 
growing industry on large lots 
in the older area of East Palo 
Alto will be encouraged. How- 
ever, when the interior or a 
large lot becomes available for 
residential uses, the plan shows 
suggested means of develop- 
ment by cul-de-sacs and streets 
cut through the middle of the 
deep lots. 

—Commercial areas are 
adequate now and need not 
be increased. However, bus- 
iness and professional offic- 
es are lacking, and rezoning 
at appropriate sites is recom- 
mended. 

A question-and-answer per- 
iod followed the presentation. 

Mrs. Albert Turner said she 
thought that density of resi- 
dents will be much higher than 
“medium” if the large lots are 
developed as outlined 

She said that many people 
bought homes in East Palo Al- 
to because they’d be able to 
have plenty of space. Cutting 
the property into smaller par- 
cels “might attract a less de- 
sireable type of resident,” she 
said. 

Laakso said that some peo- 
ple have Mrs. Turner’s opin- 
ion and others want to put in 
apartments, indicating “a 
lack of agreement on how 
to use this property.” The 
plan merely emphasizes sin- 
gle-family residential uses 
rather than multiple-family, 
he indicated. 

R. L. Burgess asked if the 
four-laning of Bay Road wasn’t 
a new addition to the plan. 
Laakso agreed that it was. He 
hadn’t even had an opportun- 
ity to check with the county 
engineer’s office on it, he said. 

Present at the meeting was 
Sidney Cantwell, senior high- 
way engineer for the county. 
He admitted surprise upon 
hearing about the proposal.

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Local Control Needed 
In Drainage Planning 


During the storms of two weeks ago, it again became 
apparent that San Francisquito Creek can’t handle all the 
water than can be dumped in the “uphill” areas it drains 
during a major storm. 

Neither, for that matter, can the Atherton drainage 
canal. 

The situation is going worsen, too, as more of the 
drainage areas of these two streams are built upon. Bare 
land will absorb water; land which is roofed and paved over 
will not. 

There are several ways of dealing with the drainage 
problem, which nature has indicated is a growing one. But 
one method which ought to be abandoned at the outset is 
that of “letting George do it.” 

“George,” in this case, is the federal government. 

A few years back, in the wake of serious downstream 
flooding during the Christmas season of 1955, the U.S. 
army corps of engineers came up with a plan for a large 
earth fill dam on Stanford land west of Ladera. 

This was supposed to be the best method of dealing 
with possible future floods along the San Francisquito. 

Both Menlo Park and Stanford oppose the plan; the 
university’s engineering experts came up with an alternate 
one which, they say, will conserve land (including large 
portions of the university’s Jasper Ridge biological pre- 
serve), and do the same work as the larger installation 
proposed by the army. 

There have in the past been proposals for making a 
flood control district out of the drainage basin of the 
Atherton drainage canal as well. Here, talk seems to have 
dwindled and the silence apparently will continue until a 
really bad storm comes along, doing damage to an extent 
that might well compare in value with the cost of the 
work to be done. 


In the case of both drainage basins, it would be well 
to consider, first, what funds are available. There might 
be federal, state or county money to be had. 

These political entities make “disaster relief”? funds 
available in cases where catatrophic damage occurs as the 
result of natural phenomena; it would seem a better econ- 
omy to spend the money beforehand to prevent the dam- 
age from happening. 

Next, it would be well if the matter of flood control and 
drainage could be undertaken under local control. 

Many area engineers and builders have a far better 
acquaintance with local drainage problems than “experts” 
elsewhere; their advice should be heeded. 

Too, though we may not like it, greater storm runoff 
is largely a man-made problem. The people who built the 
houses, roads, sidewalks, and other ground-covering instal- 
lations have had a share in creating the problem. 

They and those who come later have to shoulder the 
responsibility for it. 

There will of course be another round of arguments 
as to where the water that does the actual flooding 
actually comes from, and another set of speeches about 
the bad judgment of those who would buy a house near a 
watercourse. 

But if we're going to have responsible local action on 
a problem which is going to grow, we'll have to get around 
this and get on with some sort of local flood control work.

‘Brotherhood Week’ 


Has Local Meaning 


What is meant by “brotherhood?” 

It depends, we imagine, on the person who is using 
the word. We'd like to think that the definition used by 
the National Conference of Christians and Jews is ours, 
too. 

The NCC] each year sponsors Brotherhood Week. 
And this year’s observance begins Sunday. 

The National Conference of Christians and Jews, we 
are told, is not a religious organization. And it is not an 
inter-faith group. It IS a civic and educational organiza- 
tion dedicated to the fundamental principles of democracy. 

Like democracy, it is motivated by the basic tenets of 
Judeo-Christian religions — belief in the prime worth of 
the individual. 

This year's slogan is “Brotherhood is Democracy at 
Work.” 

What better definition might there be? 

Says the NCCJ, most Americans would probably an- 
swer “Of course” if asked if they believe in brotherhood 
and democracy. 

But how many of us “live” brotherhood and democ- 
racy? 

Those of us who live in the East Palo Alto-Menlo 
Park area have opportunities every day to prove to 
ourselves that we believe in these words. 

The contradiction between “belief” and actual per- 
formance are more easily seen in an area where Americans 
of Oriental, Caucasian and Negro ancestry live together. 

There are many, many items on the credit side where 
true brotherhood is evident. For the most part, these do 
not make “news” and aren't always in the public eye. 

On the debit side, there are entries, too. We cite 
here the unofficial economic and housing segregation 
which keeps members of minority groups confined, for 
the most part, in residential areas not necessarily of 
their own choosing. 

Again, the other side of the coin: Participation in com- 
munity affairs by civic-minded Negroes in the East-of- 
Bayshore area is increasing. The LARK program for assist- 
ing adults who want to improve their reading and writing 
is a success. 


Though most costs of gov- 
ernment and home operation 
are easily spotted, one which 
usually escapes notice but 
which accounts for a major 
portion of public and private 
operational costs isn’t so easy 
to find: It’s the cost of deal- 
ing with invertebrates. 

The entire network of sew- 
ers under the civilized parts of 
the world is made necessary by 
the fact that civilization has to 
deal with hundreds of varieties 
of obnoxious and disease-car- 
rying organisms; the bulk of 
the activity of public health 
agencies is concerned with 
them, too. 

In historic time the ter- 
mite has been imported to 
North America, and his off- 
spring have moved the 
length and breadth of the

land. In Menlo Park alone 
last month, his progeny were 
being dealt with in not less 
than seven “building repair” 
jobs. 

The county has a mosquito 
abatement district and it has 
been effective, too, in its work. 
Mosquitos can be combatted 
with modern chemicals. 

These are only a few of the 
public agencies involved in 
battling the smaller pests. 

The householders, given 
enough time to think about it, 
can come up with a host of 
costs too. 

The very paint on the house, 
though it might have been se- 
lected for its decorativeness, 
would be necessary even if it 
wasn’t pretty, because of rots 
and moulds. 

The garbage can and appro-

priate removal service, most of 
the plumbing and costs there- 
of, drains around the grounds, 
pesticides for use in the gar- 
den, sprays for use inside the 
house for killing ants or re- 
moving odors, all are made 
necessary by the presence of 
small, lively little animals. 

Considering their size, in- 
vertebrates can be very dif- 
ficult to control. 

Medical men spend huge 
amounts of research time and 
money trying to figure out how 
to control viruses, bacteria and 
other small organisms which 
have a deleterious effect on hu- 
man health. They’ve success- 
fully combatted many, but 
others remain to be beaten in 
the expensive, long-term war. 

From the point of view of 
public expenditure, the health 


Local Fingers Needed at Flood Control Dike 
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department and the _ public 
agencies concerned with the 
removal of sewage and other 
waste stand in the forefront. 

Public health agencies, nor- 
mally, find that a good way to 
maintain their lead in the war 
with the small animals is to 
continue always to preach 
cleanliness and to insist on re- 
moval of waste. 

The sanitary district here 
has a sewage treatment plant 
which makes use of bacteria 
to “digest” the other orga- 
nisms which arrive via the 
sewer mains. They effective- 
ly consume the noxious or- 
ganisms which could trans- 
mit disease. 

Building the treatment plant 
and the mains serving it was 
costly. It set the taxpayers 
back for a $960,000 bond issue 
in the early 1950’s, but it was 
worth it from the health stand- 
point. 

Failure to deal with the in- 
vertebrates which are liable to 
be in sewage results in tre- 
mendous losses, and many of 
the losses are intangible. 

For instance, the continuing 
pollution of the waters of San 
Francisco bay has resulted in 
the loss of a vast, available 
recreation space. It has elimi- 
nated the possibility of a com- 
mercial fishing industry on the 
inland waters, and it has seri- 
ously affected sports fishing. 

That’s because most micro- 
organisms use the oxygen in 
the water, in addition to pro- 
ducing their own waste. 

Some animals of the in- 
vertebrate classes are find- 
ing life tougher in the age 
of modern synthetics and 
plastics, but they still do a 
lot of damage. 

The teredo or “shipworm” 
was a major cost of waste to 
owners of commercial and 
recreation shipping before 
steel ships became the most- 
used commercial carriers, and 
aluminum and fibreglass be- 
came commonly used in sports 
boats. 

It’s at least partially possible 
to keep them from eating ex- 
pensive pilings, but they still 
are figured as one of the major 
expenses of waterside indus- 
tries. 

There are all kinds of inver- 
tebrates that you can name, 
some of which are visible to 
the naked eye and others of 
which are not. 

The bigger ones are noticed 
because they bite or sting. 
They are not the most destruc- 
tive of all invertebrates usu- 
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elly, but there’s the advantage 
they can be seen and dealt with 
on that basis. 

The smaller ones are harder 
to deal with, requiring the 
whole arsenal of modern bio 
chemical knowledge to fight 
them. 

But in a philosophical mood 
the other day one of the treat- 
ment plant operators com- 
mented: 

“Just think. The way things 
are going, they might inherit 
the whole works anyhow.” 


25 Years Ago: 
Council 
Viewed 
‘Nuisances 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


February 11, 1938: 


The city council at its meet- 
ing Tuesday evening voted to 
abate an asserted nuisance at 
a bag company plant at Middle 
Avenue and Arbor Road. 

Unsanitary conditions exist 
at the plant, where the recla- 
mation of second-hand sacks is 
carried on, the state health de- 
partment advised Dr. R. J. Ger- 
lough, city health officer. In- 
vestigation disclosed the re- 
claiming process creates dust 
and foul odors which offend 
residents of the area, the state 
department said. 

City Attorney James T. 
O'Keefe Jr. was ordered to in- 
struct the plant owner, ............ 
Pe ee , to eliminate the of- 
fense or to stand liable for 
prosecution under the city 
nuisance ordinance. 

The council also authorized 
Dr. Gerlough to notify ............ 
Dat Diet of alleged unsanitary 
conditions existing at his 
premises on Alice Lane must 
be remedied “within two 
weeks.” s 

By resolution the council 
terminated a public hearing 
and investigation of projected 
central district street improve- 
ments centering around Crane 
Street and University Drive.

“These invelve maximum 
muscle contractions against an 
immovable object such as ipsi- 
lateral or contralateral extrem- 
ities, furniture, door jambs or 
a wall. A desk is an ideal place. 

“Five to 10-second maximum 
contractions of ali major mus- 
cle groups once daily is suffi- 
cient. 

“Since isometric exercise 
does not move joints, some 
brief motion calisthenics would 
serve to loosen creaky ones.” 

So that may be why your 
favorite general practitioner 
seems to be going through all 
those contortions.

Should 
the bonds, lose, what then? 
There has been no indication 
of what steps would be taken 
btu it is just possible that the 
county would be forced to 
start levying a road tax as ma- 
ny other counties now do. 

The county may have its 
place on the April ballot de- 
spite the fact that the road 

bond issue has been post- 
poned. The board of super- 
visors is seriously consider- 
ing the possibility of plac- 
ing a special charter change 
on the ballot that would 
make the office of county 
superintendent of schools 
appoiontive rather than elec- 
tive.

I want to publicly thank 
the members of the board of 
supervisors for appointing 
me to the new position of 
county public information 
officer. 

My sincere hope is that I 
can justify that confidence. 
Naturally, there has been some 
criticism against setting up the 
office. I believe such an office 
can be of great benefit to the 
citizens. 

I hope to pass along the in- 
formation of how the tax dol- 
ars are being spent and why. 
That in itself should justify 
the job. But there are other 
fields ranging from school and 
civie organization programs to 
television and radio. The field 
is vast, but this does not mean 
that we will try to build the 
position into a “big” thing 
with a lot of help. For years 
we have tried to explain coun- 
ty expenditures and the rea- 
son for them. 

The job will now become 
full time and I look forward 
to the challenge. I would be re- 
miss if I didn’t express my ap- 
preciation to many friends 
who came to my support.

Planners Agree There's Need

For Condominium’ Rules 


Rules concerning the zoning 
and regulation of construction 
of “condominium” apartments 
— cooperatively owned dwell- 
ings — are becoming one of 
tthe most intensively discussed 
matters among planners. 


So reported City Planner 
Robert Ironside this week, on 
his return from a three-day 
conference at Anaheim. 

The session, sponsored by 
the California chapter of the 
American Institute of Plan- 
ners, featured discussions of 
many other phases of the job 
as well, according tu Ironside. 

The trend toward more 

“condominium” develop 
ments in all parts of the 
state, however, prompted 
much of the discussion at 
the meet, however; several 
cities have encountered dif- 
ficulty in regulating this 
type of residential develop- 
ment, 

To date, the city of Menlo 
Park has agreed to allow the 
construction of one such group 
of dwellings, Ironside recalled. 
Several others have been pro- 
posed for various parts of the 
city. 

One of the items of greatest 
concern in development of 
condominium apartments is 
the fixing of responsibility for 
maintenance, Ironside said. 
This calls for the formulation 
of a proper legal agreement — 
a step which usually must be 
‘taken in the case of each indi- 
vidual development, as com- 
pared with regulating all such 
apartments under a single sec- 
tion of the zoning law. 

“T think we’ve been proper- 
ly cautious in Menlo Park in 
requiring that legal counsel, 
representing both the city and 
the developer, have been called 
in to work on this phase,” Ir-

COUNTY’S ROLE 

Besides the discussions con- 
cerning the cooperative resi- 
dential developments, others 
concerned the role of county 
planning as compared with 
that of city planning. 


Members of the panel offer- 
ed widely differing views on 
this subject, Ironside said. 


Some members of the panel 
said they felt county planners 
should provide the same gui- 
dance and fulfill the same re- 
sponsibilities as urban plan- 
ning departments. 

Other speakers, however, 
said they felt county planning 
boards should be “agricultur- 
ally orientated,” devoting 
monious industries, studies of 
non-urban areas. 

Others, he said, indicated 
they felt that the county plan- 
ning function should concern 
itself with a wider field, work- 
ing on the level of regional 
trends, the attraction of har- 
moious industries, studies of 
employment and other ‘broad 
view” projects. 

County planners also 
should concern themselves 
with the development of uni- 
form standards for the cities 
within the county, Ironside 
said. 

The conference discussion 
developed that these could in- 
volve such things as zoning, 
minimum lot size for various 
land use classifications, build- 
ing setbacks and the entire ga- 
mut of considerations. 

Also discussed at the meet- 
ing was the fact that privately- 
employed planners and public- 
ly-employed planners often 


‘find themselves in opposition. 


The need for an exchange 
of points of view, and possibly 
an “education” of both kinds 
of planners in the objectives of 
the other, was stressed. 

Other phases of planners’ ed- 
ucation were stressed also, the 
‘Menlo Park planning official 
declared. 

Among planners themselves 
there’s considerable discussion 
as to whether education should 
be theoretical, or should con- 
cern itself with the practical 
aspects of the job. 

Those at the conference also 
discussed possible future leg- 
islation which might be put 
through at the state level, 
which woulda strengthen the 
position of planners in general 
and make planning more gen- 
erally effective.

In the Garden: 


For an Early 
Sprinatime, 
Try These 


The first blooms of spring 
are always the most exciting. 
You go out one crisp, sunny 
day and there are the first 
buds opening on a flowering 
quince, the first fragrant 
blooms of osmanthus and In- 
dia hawthorn. The gardener’s 
pulse always is quickened by 
these encounters with a new 
season. 

In California, of course, 
these first signs of spring come 
early—often before winter is 
at its midpoint. In some shelt- 
ered gardens along |the coast 
and in much of Southern Cali- 
fornia the first blooms of 
spring come in January or 
February and they follow soon 
after in valley areas. 'Too early, 
you say? Not according to the 
countless happy gardeners who 
enjoy this premature spring. 
This is why many of them 
came to California in the first 
place. 

The flowering quince is 
among the best bets for an 
early, early spring. And one 
of the nicer points in their 
favor is that quinces continue 
blooming through several 
weeks. 

You see the first color from 
flowering quince shortly after 
the new year is ushered in. 
They do not swing into full 
bloom until February, how- 
ever. For indoor decoration, 
they can be picked in the bud 
stage and brought into the 
warmth of the home where 
they will then open 'their buds 
and bloom. 

Clarke’s giant, a large-flow- 
ered double red Nh Sd is a 
favorite of long standing. Other 
reds include Texas scarlet and 
Stanford red. Sngw, as the 
name implies, is a /pure white 
quince of great plicacy in 
bloom, while the varieties 
Minerva, charming and pink 
lady come in varying shades of ' 
pink or rose. You’}l find others 
too, for over the years a long 
line of excellent seedlings has 
been developed. 

When daphne Starts bloom- 
ing in late winter we are treat- 
ed to one of th¢ most enjoy- 
able shows in. the garden 
world. Not only: are the waxy 
pink blooms apyealing to look 
at, but their fragrance is some- 
thing out of this world. A dish 
full of daphne flooms will fill 
your house with their wonder- 
ful perfume. single flower 
‘worn in a buttgn hole will keep 
you happy thrpugh the day. 

There are sgveral daphne va- 
rieties available for the gar- 
den, but the gne you will want 
for an early spring is the wide- 
ly grown winter daphne, so 
named here/in California be- 
cause of its bloom season. Actu- 
ally it is a spring flower in 
most parts gf the country. 

The India hawthorns are 
also as eatly as January in 
California fardens, producing 
lovely pink heads of bloom 
that are delicately scented if 
you get up close and sniff. And 
now there are refined new ver- 
sions of this shrub including 
the superb “springtime” and 
“enchantress,’” recomme nded 
heartily for sun or part sun, in 
any soil and with any degree 
of care. 

There are many good shrubs 
in the osmanthus family, but 
one that gives the most bloom 
is the delavay osmanthus. In 
late winter it is covered with 
small white flowers not as fra- 
grant as its cousin, the sweet 
olive, but far showier. This is 
an excellent shrub for tubbing 
on a sunny south terrace or 
deck and one which gives you 
spring-like bloom as early as 
anything available at the nurs- 
ery. 

Camellias are an obvious 
choice for bringing spring 
early, and while they start 
blooming in fall, the bulk of 
them are just now reaching 
their peaks. The varieties are 
so numerous as to defy listing. |

Even in her madness, Ophelia addressed Hamlet as follows: 

“Good morrow! ’tis St. Valentine’s Day 
All in the morning betime, 

And I a maid at your window 
To be your Valentine.” 

Charles, Duke of Orleans, captured in the Battle of Agin- 
court in 1415, is said to have composed beautiful valentines 
while incarcerated in the Tower of London to send to his wife. 

Even earlier, Chaucer in his “Parliament of Fowls” wrote: 

“For this was Seynt Valentine’s when every fowl cometh 

| ther to choose his mate.” 
| Samuel Pepys in his chronicles remarked on the custom of 
| ladies drawing names on Mate Day under the direction 
| of the court of Charles II. A Miss Stuart, for example, who 
| drew the name of the Duke of Richmond was favored by that 
| gallant with the gift of a $4000 jewel. Pepys on the other hand 
mentions sending his own valentine a more prosaic gift—green | 
silk stockings, garters and shoe laces. 
| Oliver Cromwell reportedly frowned on the celebration of | 
the day of sweethearts but young men still inspired to com- | 
pose verse to Sweee young ladies off their feet: 
| “I love three! Oh, I love thee! | 
ies Dearer art thou than life. | 
I love thee! Oh! I love three 
Say, wilt thou be mine wife?” | 

In the United States in 1830 Esther Howland, whose father 
was a Stationer, who had imported English valentines, set up a 
lucrative business composing and producing valentines in this| 

country. Her success has been estimated variously as returning | 
her $100,000 or $100,000,000 annually. 

In any event, mail on Valentine’s day is outstripped in 

volume only at Christmas. 
. There are no fewer than seven men reported to be the orig- 
inal Valentine. Two celebrated Christian martyrs have been) 
combined to make up the legends surrounding the prevalent 
celebration, one of whom was condemned by the Roman em- 
peror, Claudius, for performing Christian wedding ceremonies 
around the year 269.
